DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: reference character "18", "79", "103", "152", "188" . Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to because reference character "84" shown in Figures 
2 and 1 1 point to different elements. Reference character "62" is used to depict "ballast 
tanks" in Figures 1 and 14 and ballast tanks in Figures 16 and 17 and they point to 
different elements. In Figure 21 , reference character "3Z is missing the lead line. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should Include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
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amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief desaiption of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action.

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
description of Figure 2 and Figure 9 call reference character "32" two different things. 
The desCTiption of Figure 7 appears to include some duplicate language. Page 43, 
reference character "1 58" appears to be incorrect. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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5. Claims 1 -12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Claim 1 calls for "sub-surface walkways connecting each sub-station dome to 
adjacent sub-station domes"; however, sub-station (12) is above the water surface; 
therefore, the "walkway" connecting the sub-stations cannot be sub-surface, thus one 
skilled in the art cannot make and/or use the invention as claimed. 

With regards to claim 6, the specification fail to describe the "plurality of spaced 
apart electrode-magnetic rings to assist in the propulsion of said transport cylinders"; 
therefore, one skilled in the art cannot make and/or use the invention as claimed. 

With regards to claim 10, the specification fail to describe that the "central solar 
base energy core (28) further includes a retractable central core security and defense 
shield (148) comprising rods and laser devices; therefore, one skilled in the art cannot 
make and/or use the invention as claimed. 

If claim 1 1 were dependent from claim 10, then the shield called for in claim 1 1 is 
depicted in Figure 25 as reference "56"; however, this is not the same shield as called 
for in claim 10 which is depicted in Figure 21 as reference "148"; therefore, one skilled 
in the art cannot make and/or use the invention as claimed. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U. S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

7. Claims 8-1 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2. second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 appears to be duplicating the subject matter called for in claim 1 , namely that 
the satellite station includes housing, garden/greenhouse and outdoor 
activities/entertainment". 

Claim 1 1 , "said shield" lacks clear antecedent basis. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
